Hearing on Proposal to Change Man- 


agement of County Jails. 


The committee on revision of stat- 


utes gave a. hearing on- "Wednesday, 
at Concord, upoa a bil! to take the 
management cf county jails from the 
sheriffs and place it with the county 
commmissioners, to be maintained at 
cost by the county. The bill had been 
•eported to tne last house by the com- 
mittee, but was filibustered out of ex- 
stence on the closing day of the ses- 
,ion. It had been introduced at this 
session:, reported favorably by the 
ommittee and then recommitted for 
a hearing. 


Under the present law the sheriffs 


have the care of the prisoners and 
the county allows $2.50 a week for 
their board. It has been generally 
understood that there was a good 
profit upon this business, especially 
n the larger counties. 


After the bill was 
read,. Sheriff 


Doane of Manchester led 
off 
with 


questions to the acting 
chairman, 


Smith of Peterborough, as to the ori- 


in, and history of the bill. He stated 
:hat the Hillsborough county commis- 
sioners did not favor the hill or want 
o assume the additional care and la- 
ior that it would inrpose upon them; 
that it would entail considerable ex- 
pense for the county to make pro- 
vision for the care of such wards, and 


desired it to remain as it was.

Tbe truth is, 
of coarse, tbat we bey from abroad 
what we want and nave the money to 
pay for, and we sell to foreigners, as 
we have what they want and offer It 
at prices wbicb suit them. As an aggre- 
gation of Industrials we trade precisely 
as a single industrial trades with an- 
other. We are good buyers from abroad 
now because we have the money to 
buy what we want from there, and we 
get tbe money from our own tariff sys- 
tem, which keeps "things humming" in 
this country-—New York Press.

Two significant utterances touching 


ptate •ftrtaitam recently made and com- 
ing from men in high station are calcu- 
lated to act conservative people to 
tbln'biTXB' about tbe tendencies of tbe 
times. 


One of these was the outgiving of 


Judge GroBscup of the United States 
district court of Illinois and a Jurist of 
r%|ognized eminence In an address be- 
fore the ffa"dltoi> club of Chicago, In 
which be said: 


Either the process of consolidation now 


la-full counfe will, under beneficial re- 
straint and superVlsIon of law. eventual*' 
in a proprietorship of our Industries wide- 
ly spread among the people at large, re- 
storing in this way the foundations on 
•which the republic was bullded. or at 
•OHM time In the not distant future we 
will be called upon to reckon with thoee 
•efaeme* of state paternalism which, be- 
Clnnin? In reatricted' public ownership, 
will end in universal atate socialism. 


Judge Grosscup further declared that 


another winter's experience like tbe 
present will produce a public sentiment 
in favor of governmental ownership of 
coal mines that will prove irresistible. 


But a few days ago Chairman Jen- 


kins of the judiciary committee of the 
house of representatives introduced a 
resolution asking for authority to in- 
quire as to the power of congress to 
order tbe taking of the coal mines 
and coal carrying roads under the sov- 
ereign right of eminent domain, with 
the view of their being conducted by 
the government for tbe benefit of the 
people. 


It must be remembered that these ex- 


pressions do not come from theorists 
and dreamers, but from a United States 
Judge and the head of one of the most 
important committees in congress. They 
give voice to a sentiment more preva- 
lent than is generally believed. Wheth- 
er it bodes good or 111 to tbe republic, no 
sober minded observer donbts tbat 
tbere is now a decided popular trend 
toward government ownership of pub- 
lic utilities, which in plain terms is 
state socialism. The fuel famine has 
set tbe tide running strongly in favor of 
government ownership of the coalfields 
and tbe facilities for coal transporta- 
tion, possibly upon tbe theory that con- 
ditions could not be more intolerable 
under such ownership than they now 
are. At any rate, if it bad been the 
purpose of the coal combination to 
promulgate the doctrine of state social- 
ism it ought to be extremely gratified 
by tbe startling success it has achieved.

country can have too many of this sort 
of citizens, and none can fail to be 
weakened-by their immigration. How- 
ever, tlmt is none of our concern. If It- 
aly wants to busten the departure of 
her sons and do something at govern- 
ment expense toward fitting them for 
American citizenship, we need not com- 
plain.

IT IS TIMe TO LINC UP FOR THE CONTEST OF 1904. 


The futile attempt of tbe Halted 


States senate to aalatain seereey con- 
cerning matters which should have toe 
.widest possible publicity is calculated 
to excite indignation and resentment. 
For what reason tbe senate should ' 
nave adjourned over tbe holiday recess j i 
without having released for publication j • 
tbe text of tbe proposed, trade treaty j 
between tbe United States and Cob* is 
hard to understand. Tbe earn* policy 
was observed In connection with tbe 
Kaason treaties three' years ago and 
with the same result, tbe terms of the 
French treaty were cabled over from 
Paris months before tbe^eai of secrecy 
was removed by oar senate. So it has 
been with tbe Cuban treaty. What 
time tb* instrument lies locked 'in tbe 
safe of tbe chairman of tbe committee ,' 
on foreign relations a draft of the ] 
treaty is forwarded from Havana and 
i* published in full by a Xew York 
newspaper of Dec. 26: 


Briefly stated, tbe treaty provides for 


a redaction of 20 per -cent of Dingley 
tariff rates op all Cuban products im 
ported into tbe United States— that is, 
on Cuban sugar and tobacco, a* these 
are practically all of Cuba's product* 
that are marketed in the United States. 
In return for these qopeessiona Cuba 
grants a. redaction of 25, 30 and 40 per 
cent respectively on a numerous, cate- 
gory of articles, mostly manufactured. 
imported into COba from to* United 
States. Tbe contention is t» last flv« 
years and from year to year thereafter 
until one year from the day when ei- 
ther party shall give notice to the. other 
of its intention to terminate the -treaty. 
Practically tbe term It for sfx years. 
unless either of tbe contracting parties \ 
should make such changes in its tariff I 
schedules as shottld' operate dlsadvan- [ 
tageonaly to toe otHer party. la such 
an event the treaty is terminable ofr six 
months' notice.

For aix. years, then, barring a re- ; 


vision, of its tariff- schedules by cither ' 
country, tbe United States IB to pay to j 
tbe sugar and tobacco planters of Cuba i 
a bonus on every pound of sugar and ' 
tobacco which they shall send to this ' 
country and at tbe same time furnish ' 
to the sugar trust and the tobacco and j 
cigar trust tbe means wherewith to 
beat down tbe price of sugar and to- . 
baceo, to. tbe Injury of tbe domestic 
producers of those articles. For iSx 
years tbe American farmers who raise ' 
sugar cane, sugar beets and tobacco are 
to pay tbe cost of reciprocity with Cu- , 
ba. Incidentally there will be some j 
loss to tbe manufacturers of beet sugar 
and of domestic cigars, bat tbe brunt 
of the losavwUl fall upon tbe farmers. 
By so much as the manufacturers of 
beet sugar and domestic cigars are 
forced to lower their prices because 
of these tariff gifts to the Cuban grow- 
ers of sugar and tobacco will tbe grow- t 
era of sugar beets and American leaf 
tobacco be forced to accept lower I 
prices from those who buy the sugar 
beets and tbe raw tobacco. 


What does Cuba yield In return for 


this sacrifice of American agriculture? 
She grants preferential tariff rates on 
a specified list of .articles that are al- 
most exclusively the products- of manu- j 
facture and to a very limited extent 
the products of agriculture. The one 
product of American agriculture, to- 
bacco, which might have gained some 
advantage by a reciprocal concession . 
of tariff duties, Is hopelessly shut out 
of Cuba by the retention of the pro- 
hibitory duty of $5 a pound! We are 
to pay a bonus on the Import of com- 
petitive articles from Cuba, but Cuba 
takes good care to shut out -any and all 
competitive articles produced in the 
United State*. And.they call this reel- • 
procity!

This one sided bargain has now to 


run the gantlet, first, of the senate on ' 
tbe question of ratification by a two- j 
thirds vote, and, second, of the house | 
of representatives on the question of 
Approval and concurrent legislation, j 
Will the Cuban treaty survive both ' 
these ordeals? If tbe treaty shall go ' 
through, it hi the beginning of tbe end 
of cqtial and fair protection to all 
American industry and labor. We shall 
begin by trading away tbe profits of 
tbe American farmers who raise sugar 
and tobacco. Next, as a matter of 
coarse, we- shall take up reciprocity 
!With Canada attd trade away pretty , 
much all of tbe protection which the 
American farmer enjoys on the prod- 
ucts of bis farm. Surely if we can af- 
ford to sacrifice two agricultural indus- 
tries for tbe sake of monopolising Cu 
ba's relatively small trade we can af- 
ford to sacrifice all the rest of our agri- 
cultural industries for the sake of tbe 
much greater trade of Canada. And 
when wo bare sacrificed all tbe agri- 
cultural interests on the altar of reci- 
procity shall we stop there? Will not 
tbe American farmer demand that the , 
American manufacturer be also sacri- 
ficed tor tbe sake of baring more of 
foreign competition? And has not tbe 
American farmer tbe power to enforce 
the demand? If you don't believe be 
IMS. just examine tbe vote cast in tbe 
agricultural sections at tbe elections of 
XOOO and 1002. Then figure out how 
much woold be left of tb* *<*pubUose 
party snd tbe «y*ten of protection 
wte* that Tote snail be cast with tbe 
Democratic party. It salffat be well to

Tbe peculiar beauties of tbe scheme 


of trading away some other fellow's 
prosperity by special treaty arrange- 1 
ments are Just now illustrated uy the 
conflict of interest which has arisen in 
connection with the proposed New- 
foundland treaty. Under this instru- 
ment tbe Newfoundlanders concede 
certain privileges as to Imports from 
tbe United States and in return are 
granted certain privileges as to tbe 
sale of their fresh fish in tbe American 
market; A very pretty arrangement 
it would seem on its face; but. as in- 
variably happens when dickers of this 
sort are undertaken, somebody is going 
to be badly hurt by it, aud it isn't tbe 
Newfoundlanders. It is the Gloucester 
fishermen who are going to be put out 
of business hi order that somebody 
may sell more of his products in New- 
foundland; and they are up in arms 
about it. They protest that it is unfair 
to crush out their industry by taking 
away th* tariff protection guaranteed 
by the Dingley law schedules. Of 
course It is unfair. They must of ne- 
cessity sacrifice one or more industries 
for the benefit of some other industries. 
That is reciprocity. If there was noth- 
ing to be sacrificed, you couldn't dick- 
er. There would be no reciprocity. 


All of a sadden the Gloucester fisher- 


men have comprehended tbe fact that 
when yon bargain for the privilege of 
selling more to a foreign country you 
must pay for that privilege. They find 
that this time they are the fellows 
picked out to pay for it, and they are 
making a tremendous kick about it 
All of a sudden, too, tbe New England 
senators seem to be able to grasp the 
ides; that somebody is going to be 
robbed for the benefit of somebody else 
aud that It is their constituents this 
time who are going to be robbed. Ac- 
cordingly they are fighting the New- 
foundland treaty tooth and nail. 


But we wonder if it doesn't seem a 


t>It funny to these New England sena- 
tors that they should now object so 
strenuously to having their own toes 
stepped on. They now know how it 
feels themselves. They did not appear 
to know when some other fellow's toes 
were being stepped on. They have sup- 
ported tbe Cuban treaty In serene in- 
difference to the fact that the growers 
of domestic sugar and tobacco were 
yelling with pain. What if these west- 
ern farmers were hurt? They ought to 
stand it, first, for the sake of "suffer- 
IUK Cuba." and, wben that sugar trust 
lie was exposed and It became known 
to a certainty that Cuba was not suf- 
fering at all, second, for the sake of 
monopolizing the Cuban market In 
either case, said tbe New England sen- 
ators, the cause of Cuban reciprocity 
'is a sacred cause, and tbe fellows who 
raise sugar and tobacco here In tho 
United States are low, mean fellows to 
kick wben they are hurt 


Now, however, tbe sacred codfish hi 


in danger. Hands off tbe sacred cod- 
fish! Touch him at your peril. Around 
bis form they draw tbe awful circle of 
never to be abated protection. You 
may trade off sugar, tobacco, wool, 
hides, wheat barley, hay, eggs, any- 
thing or everything that Is necessary 
in order to fix up reciprocity dickers 
with Cuba or with Canada or with Ar- 
gentina, but you sball not monkey 
with that codfish! 


In the meantime we beg to be par- 


doned for remarking that in favoring 
reciprocity dickers with Cuba and Can- 
ada and at the same time fighting the 
deal* with Newfoundland they appear 
just a trifle ridiculous. We bone they 
will not nail tbe poor devil's ears to 
the pump. We hope tbe western sena- 
tors will not be so mean as to give 
tbe New Engenders a dose of their 
own medicine. Still, it would be hu- 
man nature to do Just that Moreover, 
It would be a triumph of poetic Justice 
If tbe New England senators were 
forced to help defeat the Cuban gouge 
game in order to save the sacred cod- 
tab.— American Economist

One of tbe captains of industry, one 


of the leading: business men of: tbe 
United States, a Urge employer of 
labor and a man of wide experience 
in national and international affairs, 
one wbose-name. were we permitted to 
use it would instantly command at- 
tention and respect, writes to tbe 
American Economist aa-follows: 


"Certain men, and we have sucb in 


tbe Republican party* seem' to think 
that tbe way to retain power is to com- 
promise wltb tbe enemy. I am one of 
those that don't believe In this, at far 
as principles are concerned. The Re- 
publican party either believes in pro- 
tection or It does not. If it does, it is 
not for us to breaic it down. If it does 
net, tn*rfr it no reason for protection- 
ists, as such, to sustain the Republican 
party. This is a point that some of tbe 
disorganizero want to comprehend. Tho 
fact Ur that there is danger of losing 
more votes IV going toward free trade 
than can be gained from the enemy by 
such action. If this Is not understood 
before our next national platform is 
framed, I think we sball have on era 
of reduced tariff under Democratic 
auspices as a result, and I should pre- 
fer this to a damaging reduction un- 
der Republican auspices. 


"There Is another thing that I should 


prefer—viz, a reduction all along the 
line rather tban destruction of indus- 
tries by so called reciprocity or sin- 
gling them out for destruction, Tbe 
reciprocity platforms of the Republic- 
an party heretofore have not proposed 
any injury to American Industries, but 
I see that tbe president's message sug- 
gested substantially that if a gain were 
to be made for one industry by an in- 
jury to a lesser one it might be all 
right This Is dangerous ground." 


The national Republican platform of 


1004 is soon to be written. Who will 
write it, and-bow snail It be written? 
In the letter above quoted there is food 
for thought along these lines. Events 
Iu the session of congress soon to close 
and In the Fifty-eighth congress, to as- 
semble next December, will largely de- 
termine the character of the platform 
Of 1904. They will determine whether 
the Republican party is to be partly for 
protection und partly for free trade or 
wholly for protection. Much depends 
upon that decision, much more, we im- 
agine, than some people seem to think 
at the present time. In the midst of 
the many schemes which have for 
their animus a relaxation of the doc- 
trine, policy and practice of protec- 
tion it would be well to pause long 
enough to consider what tile platform 
of 1804 Is to be. It is a grave ques- 
tion.

Mr. Vest hi pronounced in his opin- 


ions. He holds that combinations of 
capital with monopolistic tendencies 
menace the country, and to him it is 
clear that monopoly is possible only 
because competition is not thrown open 
to the world. He finds difficulties in 
the way of the control of trusts through 
remedial legislation and arguos that 
the wise course to take is to "cut off 
the nourishment that has enabled them 
to grow to such ungovernable size." 


Mr. Vest Is entitled to consideration, 


for he has long been prominent in na- 
tional affairs. He is just rounding out 
four full terms in the senate, and a 
quarter of a century of experience at 
Washington ia a long one. But when 
he holds that trusts are tbe result of 
protection, that they do not exist ex- 
cept in a limited degree in free trade 
England and that the one way to reach 
them is through tariff revision be is 
treading on ground that is bound to 
crumble beneath his feet 


Trusts (usually the title is a mis- 


nonier) are but combinations of cap- 
ital, and these combinations are tak- 
ing place in every branch of business 
and trade. It may be true that certain 
combinations In America have been 
aided to some extent by the protective 
policy; but, even admitting this, it is 
the protective policy that has built up 
the manufactures of the nation aud 
that has given it Its commanding lead. 
To aim at trusts and bring down all 
manner of business enterprises would 
be ruinous. 


As a matter of plain fact, combina- 


tions will and do go on c^eij-wlieie re- 
gardless of the tariff. It was only the 
other day that the story was told of an 
American enterprise with a billion of 
dollars at Its back to control the dis- 
tribution of gas in the principal cities 
of Europe. What has such a tcliome to 
do with protection? There are electric 
light and gas trusts in the United 
States, and there are railroad trusts 
and street car trusts, but the Dingley 
schedules do not include protection for 
them. 


This idea that certain combinations 


can be controlled by revising the taiiff 
is absurd, for radical revision would 
not disturb combinations nearlj as 
much as it would Independent busi- 
nesses. Indeed, the tendency would be 
to strengthen the position of the great 
corporations, for they would be much 
better able to stand free trade or de- 
creased duties than would the weaker 
concerns. 


When such men as Senator Vest ar- 


rive at the opinion that tho one is.sue 
that the Democratic party 
bhould 


make is tariff smashing, the paucltj of 
Democratic campaign 
materi.il be- 


comes apparent. I-^en since Cleveland 
the party lias been floundering hope 
lesslj'. It has run after Bryanism aud 
has flirted with free silver anil bo call 
ed "Imperialism" and has even dab- 
bled in anarchy. The amusiug spec- 
tacle is now presented of the party 
getting back to the old doctrines nnd 
theories of Grover Cleveland, policies 
which, when tried, brought the country 
to the verge of disaster.

ommend in the way of a Democratic 
issue is a return to disaster.—Philadel- 
phia Inquirer.

The acts regulating expectorating in 
public and extending the time for the 
completion of the Claremont street 
railway were also passed. 


The house passed the bill changing 


the terms of the superior court of 
Carroll county to June and Decem- 
ber and extending the time for the 
completion of the Keene, Marlow and 
Newport electric railway. 


The bill to change the ward lines 


of Laconia was also a subject of de- 
bate, but finally went-over until to- 
morrow. 


The full text of the Christian Sci- 


ence bill, presented in the house on 
Tuesday, and of the railroad bill, 
passed by the senate today, which 
caused so much discussion ,ta. the 
lower branch of the legislature, is 
given below: 


The Christian Science Bill. 


An act in relation to the practice 


of Christian Science, Faith Cure or 
Mind Healing in cases of illness.

A YOUNG ELECTRICIAN. 


Am Indiana L*d of Twelve Year* Who 


Ha> Cuitatraeted an Automobile. 
Ralph Teeter/the twelve-year-old son 


of John H. Teeter of Hagerstown, Ind., 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean, is said 
to be the youngest successful electri- 
cian In the world. At the age of seven 
be constructed small devices In which 
electricity waa applied, and by tbe 
time be was nine be bad a quantity of 
magnets, buttons, switches, etc. 


He astonishes all who bear him talk 


•boat electricity. Some electricians 
who were on a recent trip of inspec- 
tion on an electric car were amazed at 
bearing him explain the principles of 
the trolley car system. So interested 
did tbe party become tbat question 
after question fvas asked tbe boy. who 
did not fail in any instance to give tbe 
correct answer. 


It Is not In tbe theory alone of tbe 


subject tbat Ralph la proficient. He 
is able to apply bis knowledge in doz- 
ens of different ways. 
His father 


bas bad built for him a workshop 12 
by 14 feet. In it Is a three horsepower 
gasoline engine, whicb is operated and 
cared for by Ralph personally. 


There is a power lathe in which 


wood or iron can be treated, a work 
bench of regulation size and an outfit 
of tools. Tbe shop is equipped with 
any number of electrical devices. 


The subject of electric lighting just 


now engages Ralph's attention, and be 
has begun tbe construction of a light- 
ing plant to be installed in his father's 
bouse. It will be constructed by Ralph 
alone at odd times. The engine in tbe 
shop will be used to furnish the pow- 
er. This engine has been remodeled by 
the boy. 


Last summer Ralpb made for him- 


self aifct automobile. True, be did not 
make the engine entirely. 
He found 


an old gasobne engine in tbe scrap 
heap at bis father's machine sbop, 
took it up to his workshop and suc- 
ceeded in making a first class machine 
out of it. He fitted it with new elec- 
trical batteries and provided a feed 
through which the engine sucks in tbe 
gas to be exploded in tbe cylinder. 


Wben tbe working of the engine was 


assured, Ralph started in on the ve 
hide proper. He shaped steel axles 
in his own lathe, a steel steering 
device was also turned out from bia 
own sbop and the wheels were dressed 
and fitted by him. 
The vehicle is 


similar to the runabouts commonly 
seen on city streets, and every part of 
It was made by his own bands. 


Many expert mechanics have inspect- 


ed this machine and have pronounced 
It a wonderful production for a boy 
and a creditable one for a mechanic of 
any age. It Is the intention to exhibit 
tbe automobile at the St. Louis world's 
fair as the production of the youngest 
automobile builder in the world. 


Ralpb is a pupil in tbe schools of bis 


home town. His record as a student 
is not especially brilliant It is only 
in mechanics and electricity that he 
Is in advance of other boys of his age.
